CHARMS AND PHILTERS, 

Their Kanafaetare a Practice Nearly a* 
Old aa the Kan. 

The manufacture of lore charms and 
philters is a practice nearly as old sis 
the race. The modi aval astrologers 
found their principal revenue from the 
sale of charms, which were to attract 
different eyes to the owoer of them, or 
bring back to Its allegiance some errant 
heart The male sex, when driven to 
entire despair by some heart-whole, 
flouting she. did not scruple to use the 
charms of the philter as a last resort; 
but tho gentler sex were the as- 
trologer's better customers. Perhaps 
because men are naturally more 
given to vanity and more confident 
of their unaided charms; per- 
haps because immemorial cus- j 
tom has decreed that woman must 
wait to be wooed, and forbids that she 
should put forth her powers of por- 
suasion and eloquence. At all events 
women are to this day the chief users 
of charms and secret devices for com- 
passing their ends in matters of the 
heart Here is a love charm which Is 
declared to be absolutely infallible and 
was recommended and manufactured 
for years, and in great numbers, by a 
very old New Orleans negress, who 
was a voodoo priestess and who was 
said to bo more than a hundred years 
old. She was a native African and 
never learned to speak English very 
distinctly. Sho lived by telling fort- 
unes, the sale of herbs and voodoo 
charms, and this love charm, which 
had a very high reputation for ef- 
ficiency, not only among her own 
people, but among the Creoles as well. 
It was made by catching a small tree- 
toad, one of tho sort which make night 
resonant In those warm regions, and 
which are not vory much larger than the 
first joint of a man's thumb, provided 
the man be a big one, but with a voice 
out of all proportion to their size. Their 
backs are a smooth, delicate green in 
color, without speckles, and on the 
underside they are pure, silvery white. 
These little, noisy r ptiles are very 
shy and difficult to catch, and it was 
always a mystery how this antique 
darky managed to secure them, as 
they generally prefer to ting in the up- 
per branches of the largntt trees. She 
did get them, however, and compassed 
their demise by the kindly barbaric 
device of driving a large pin through 
their heads. She then looked for an 
nut-hill — and In Louisiana tho for- 
mless are numerous aud voracious — 
near which she buried her wretched 
little victim, whose bones are imme- 
diately pickled and polished to snowy 
whiteness by the ants. In the course 
of a day or two the remains were dis- 
interred and went through certain 
voodoo formularies — mysterious Afri- 
can words — Mind were passed through 
fire upon which salt was sprinkled. 
The charm was then ready for use, 
and the purchaser having paid $2.50, 
all in hilver half dollars, for this treas- 
ure, was then required to wear it 
about her neck for seven nights In 
succession. She was then to lie in 
wait for the insensate wretch who 
had failed to properly appreciate 
her attractions, and, unobserved, hook 
the little skeleton to the gentle- 
man’s coat by its sharp, white claws. 
He probably crushed it or dropped it 
very shortly after, but if it remained 
only a very few minutes, five or six at 
most, the charm was sure to work, so 
great were its mysterious powers. Tho 
ancient African managed to dispose of 
some forty or fifty of these charms 
every year, and she was wont -solemnly 
to assert that out of several hundred 
cases in which the charm was used but 
seven had cutirely failed, and in those 
cases because the charm had been ap- 
plied in the dark of the moon, it being 
necessary that all love charms should 
have thefr use when the moon was 
waning. — Philadelphia Item. 

THE MtNER*S CORNET. 

now IU N 0 U 1 PrMthfd a Sermon Amid a 
Wretched Keene. 

“An incident that touched me 
deeper than any thing ever did before 
or since occurred on a visit I paid to 
tho coal regions some years ago,” said 
a gentleman of this city. “There had 
been a serious cave-in at the Bellevue 
mine, along the Lackawanna river, on 
the outskirts of Scranton. I went to 
the spot a day or so after the cave had 
occurred. It was a dreary day, late in 
November — a dark, rainy, dismal day. 
The great coal breaker at the mine 
was in operation, as work had not 
been entirely suspended. The rattle 
and crash and whirr of the ponderous 
machinery was deafening. From 
windows and doors, and every 
crack and cranny, black clouds of 
coal dust poured out into the open air, 
and were beaten by tho rain into inky 
ooze that fell in besmirching drops on 
every thing about and below. A nar- 
row road, cut into gullies by the rain, 
and lying ankle deep in the sooty mud, 
led past the breaker, and from it up a 
steep hill to the clusters of dilapidated 
huts where tho miners and their fam- 
ilies lived, called by courtesy ‘the vil- 
lage.’ 

•■Through the village, without any ap- 
parent reason for their being, unless It 
might be that they were parade grounds 
for the geese and goats that disputed 
the way with mo, ran narrow streets, 
with here and there great seams and 
crevice* crossing or running parallel 
to them, results of the sinking of the 
mine roofs beneath. Here and there a 
hut also had sunk half way to Its roof 
into the unstable earth. 

“On the summit of the hill, which 
ovsrlookod miles of dreary, desolate 
1 surd scape, stood a little church, which 
had itself settled a foot or more with 
the sudden caving. The scores of 
simple grave-stones in the church- 
yard, standing askew, some of them 
protruding out a few inches above the 
surface, told their sad tale of mine 
fatality. The bottoms of many of the 
graves had fallen in with the tumbling 
mine roof, and the crumbling remains 
the graves oontatoed hod dropped into 
the depths— the remains, perhaps, of 
miners who had previously been car- 
ried dead or mangled beyond recovery 
from the very mine to which their 
bones had been so ruthlessly returned.

groaning breaker, with the inky 
drainage d ipping from its grimy 
eaves; the swollen, yellow river, be- 
neath the very bed of which many of 
the occupants of the miserable hovels 
- were even then delving for subsistence, 
down deep in the mines, it seemed* to 
j me that nowhere on God’s footstool 
i could there be a scene more desolate, 
more utterly bereft of all that could 
givp to any living soul one single ray 
1 of ho]^ or thought of contentment 
* “But qyeo as I gazed arqund. think-

NEW YORK FASHIONS. 

Novels In Passementeries— Plalded Glng- 
hams— ChwugM In Hair* Dr easing* 

In passementeries of every device 
and shade, veritable marvels havo 
been created this season. Nothing can i 
equal the grace and beauty of the de- 
signs, the fineness of the work and tho 
richness and elaborateness of the ef- i 
fects. New special pieces for both 
bodice and skirt ornamentation are 
brought out in open-work silk em- I 
broidery, which is far less costly than 
the solid silk cord and bead passe- 
menterio, but, notwithstanding, ex- 
ceedingly beautiful. Many of these 
are used with pretty success upon the 
new French bodices of silk, these 
models being everywhere taken bias, 
so that they may conform as closely as 
possible to the figure. The lining 
formod by the silk is then covered with 
some thin tissue, with a band of tho 
open-work embroidery going over the 
shoulders in a V shape reaching to the 
belt, front and back. A finely-plaited 
frill of the embroidery is then attached 
to the V piece, which forms a pretty 
and picturesque cape sleeve which 
reaches to the elbows. Those arc 
the principal features, but the details 
vary widely. There are stylish jack- 
et-bodices of faille or Victoria silk, 
with pointed yokes of passementerio 
descending nearly to the waist; and 
also those of Russian, Chantilly or 
thread net in Empire fashion, over 
silk under-bodices of the same shade. 

The plaided and striped French 
ginghams, exhibited at lending im 
porting houses, show some of the most 
beautiful combinations of color that 
ever came from the dyers’ hands.

ARTILLERY TACTICS. 

Th* run ot Baturin in the Warfare of 
the Future. 

As the range of guns in the field U 
augmented, battles will more than ever 
be prepared by cannon, batteries will 
open fire at distances of miles, and the 
adversary’s batteries must at least be 
weakened before infantry can venture 
to advance, except tery peculiar 
t circuu,suw.c^s. The power of modern 
| cannon is so tremendous that when host- 
| ile batteries come into conflict at any 
thing like reasonably near distances 
— viz., from 1,300 to 2,500 yards — tho 
duol can scarcely last long. We shall 
see no cannonades like that directed 
against La Haye Sainte. which lasted 
for hours, and the victory will belong 
to the artillery chiefs who, with any 
thing like an equality of force, lay 
their guns best take most accurate 
aim, avoid salvoes and wild dis- 
charges, take care that their men aro 
not hurried, and. above all, can enfi- 
lade their enemy — a process now more 
than ever destructive. For the rea- 
sons to which we have referred before 
the system of artillery reserves should 
be given up as completely obsolete; 
no efforts should be spared to bring 
forward every available gun as quick- 
ly as possible, and the organization of 
the three arms should be so arranged 
as to secure this object the pieces and 
their trains being always kept in close 
contact with the rest of the army, and 
capable of rapid movement to the 
front For the rest, artillery should 
be always ready, and equal to contend 
in the field with infantry; it should 
consider Itself a more powerful arm in 
any thing like an equal struggle, and 
once it has been placed in its true 
position it should, if possible, never 
fallback. At the same time, in our 
judgment at least artillery, owing to 
the vast spaces of battle-fields is mod- 
ern war, may on many occasions be 
greatly imperiled.— Academy.

Every case presented to 
a court has, of necessity, two sides, 
but tbe Judge is compelled to find 
in favor of one side ; so in every 
caserin court, one parly is victor- 
ious while the other is defeated. 
If Judges are to lose their lives 
to appease the anjfer of deleated 
parties to suits, then there must 
be a separate Judge for every case, 
and a murder tor every Judge. 

It every man must -decide his 
own case, according to the Buford 
and Terry idea, then we can no 
longer have laws and courts and 
order and peace aud prosperity. 

Nagle should be acquitted with- 
out delay. 

CENTRALIZATION.

The 
partisau proclaims amid tbe clamor 
that the source of largess must l<e tlie 
seat of power, aud demands that the 
ballot boxes of tbe States be hedged by 
Federal bayohets. The ceulr fugal 
force of our system is weakened, the 
centripetal force is increased aud the 
revolving spheres are Veering inward 
from their orbits. There are s:roug 
tnett wbo rejoice iu this unbalancing 
and deliberately contend that tht cen- 
ter is the true repository of power and 
source of privilege — men who; were 
they charged with the Solar syrtentt 
would shretl thC planets lulo the sun, 
aud, exulting iu the sudden splendor, 
little reck that they had kindled the 
Conflagration that presages universal 
night! Thus the .Stales are dwarfed 
aud the nation magnified — and to gov- 
ern a people, who can best govern 
themselves, the central authority is 
made stronger aud more spleudid J—

spectable little old man, aged seventy- 
eight, has for the last week been 
cleansing old carpets and m aking them 
look somewhat better, I think, than 
they ever appeared since they left 
Brussels. The old gentleman worked 
away steadily scrubbing off the dirt 
and scrubbing in the chemicals from 
eight a. m. until six p. in. every day. 
with the intermission of half an hour 
for dinner. Since his ninth year he 
has beeu earning his living, and for 
forty years has neither used spirits nor 
tobacco. lie made money at his trade 
of carpet cleaning, and about twenty 
years ago invested his savings, $ 2 , 000 , 
in a sash and frame factory. His 
partner involved him in debt to the 
amount of $4,000. and in order to pay 
this sum ho sold out his business at a 
heavy loss and went bock 

to his trade. Having paid . off 
every penny of the debt, 

and preparing to start again, his wife 
fell sick, and. for the next fifteen years 
it took all the money he made to help 
pay his doctors' bills. His wife died a 
couple of years ago; his debts are not 
all settled yet and to-day he has to 
work for every dinner he eats. When 
asked if he knew of many mechanics 
still, in their old age. working at their 
trade, who had contrived to put money 
in the bank for the rainy day. he said 
he didn’t believe that twenty out of a 
hundred working-men had a bank ac- 
count — no matter how hard they had 
worked all their lives — and that very 
few of them ever saved more than 
enough to bury them.

country as an effectual check to their 
oi«ratimie. Every corner engineered 
iu tire United Stales makes an oppor* 
trinity for Russia. Not one dollar is 
added to tlie import of wealth iu 
America ; but, exports from our coun- 
try being stopped, Russia steps tn and 
get* rid of her surplus at remunerative 
prices, but still far below tbe prohibi- 
tive values established In Chicago aud 
New Y’ork. As long as Russia exists 
an attempt tn force tbe western nations 
of Eurojte lo pay artificial prices for 
American grain can but result iu abso- 
lute failure. Perhaps if tin* fact were 
known corners would ttecome rare and 
infrequent” — Baltimore Journal of 
Commerce.

F. D. Carley, Louisville, has been Ms- 
elected President Ofthe Kentucky Union, 
and Mr. H. C. McDo*ell, of Lexington, 
Vice President. 

The L., St. L. & T. Railroad Company 
has made a contract to haul 40,000 barrels 
of whisky from Owensboro to Louisville.

One of the ri'.Osi exciting railroad races 
for time ever seen in this country is that 
of the great Louisville Southern bridge, 
across the Kentucky river at Tyrone, in- 
volving the sum of $100,000. When the 
construcUon of the Lexington extension 
was undertaken few people believed it 
would be built within the Uni* tian!»d In 
tlie Lexhigion subscription. It was re- 
quired to build twehty miles of railroad in 
four months, to cross the Kentucky with 
one of the highest bridges in this country, 
and to construct the longest sir gle span 
in the world. The country contiguous to 
Kentucky river is very difficult for rail- 
road building, requiring steel trestles U5 
feet in height and the largest embank- 
ments in the State. Nine out of every 
ten people along the line and those con- 
nected with the IxmisviUe Southern, did 
not believe the road would be built by 
August 29th, when it will have to be in 
operation to get the $100,000 subscription 
of Lexington. The track has, however, 
been laid over every part of tlie road 
save on the bridge, and the grtlat fiatfe 
for time is to complete Uiis structure 
within the prescribed limit. To fail 
means the forfeiture of $100,000. 
Hundreds of men are at work, and 
nothing wil! be left undone to com- 
plete the bridge within the contract 
time. One of the immense arms. 2 So feet 
in length, now extends half way over the 
immense chasm, while 135 men are at 
work on the second arm. They will meet 
in the middle, 285 feet above the stream, 
and their completion of the bridge within 
the next seventeen days will be beyond 
doubt the greatest engineering feat ever 
accomplished in the State. The entire 
work has been under the personal care of 
Col. Bennett H. Young, who has won the 
reputation of never failing in any under- 
taking, and he is perfectly confident that 
by August 22 or 23 the connecting pin 
will be driven and the rails placed. To 
erect the longest span in the world, with- 
out trestle, to construct it with such ex- 
actitude as to make the connections with 
such certainty, that, though over one mil- 
lion pounds of steel and iron are standing 
in mid air hundreds of feet from the 
ground, and all so perfectly calculated as 
to not vary the one-hundredth ^»art of an 
inch, is a feat well worth achieving. A 
special train will be run out to Tyrone, 
for the benefit of the I-ouisville Southern 
stockholders, and appropriate ceremonies 
will take place, making the driving of the 
final connecting pin a scene to be remem- 
bered.

A Noted allig atoii 

Rather Knjnys Being Shot at and Is 
Always on Hand. 

Bob of Dunn'a creek is tho best- 
known to rlrei* mon and tourists of 
any alligator in Florida. He Is one of 
the largest sauriaos in the 6 tate. being 
fourteen feet six Inches In length, 
while the largest alligator on the St 
John's river of which any reliable ac- 
count can be had is but sixteen feet in 
length. Dunn's creek. Bob’s heme, Is 
one of tho most beautiful of Honda 
streams. It is twenty-two miles in 
length and it is very deep, being the 
outlet from Crescent lake into Ml. 
John's rivets It Is a very crooked 
stream, and is so narrow that in 
places the boat will scrape the banks. 
It is lined with evergreens, which 
meet overhead, forming a leafy sower 
that is delightful to the lover pf tho 
picturesque. The windings ani very 
abrupt at times and the navigation is 
exceedingly difficult. Tho steamer 
Georgia, Captain Bright commanding, 
is tho only boat now plying in its 
f waters. In one of the shortest of tho 
5 many bends in Dunn’s creek Boa has 
j had his home for many years, always 
lying on the same log. and so close to 
. the log that *he passe bgers 
can beach him with an oar. 

' Alligators usually become fright- 
ened nnd roll off from tho logs 
j into the water at the approach of 11 
boat, but Bob is used to it, ar.d ap- 
pears to wait for tho boat to come. 
Every day for ten years -bo has been 
seen on the same log, and as the boat 
approaches he slightly turns his lead, 
as though be wero waiting for the 
passengers to begin to shoot at him, 
which they invariably do. After ho 
is tired of this amusement he .lives 
into the water, to again reappear bhen 
the boat returns. He has been shot 
every day during the Inst decade, but 
he never tires of it, and no one has 
ever succeeded in hitting him in a 
vulnerable place. He seems to under- 
stand that he is there to act os a tar- 
get for the marksmen and throw*- his 
throat close ugainst the log aud turns 
his head so that the bullets cat, not 
strike his eyes. lie then knows that 
he is > afe. The log on which Bob tune 
himself has beet measured a number 
of times, and his length is therefore 
well known. During the ten years 
since he first began to become famous 
he has grown two feet. 

Captain Bright stated that ho be- 
lieved the pilot would miss bis laca- 
tion if Bob was to die. He is a certain 
landmark, and passengers who art ac- 
quainted with the stream will ask 
••How many miles are we from Bcb?” 
in order to ascertain their where- 
abouts. 

The log Upon which he lies has be- 
come known as Bob's log, and some 
facetious passengers have made up 
petitions to have a post-office establish- 
ed there nnd Bob appointed as p>st- 
master, giving him as a surname that 
of the man after whom the creek was 
called. Several petitions, it is said, 
have been prepared, but so far as 
heard from none have been presented 
Vo the department; but if “Bob’s Load- 
ing. Bob Dunn, postmaster,” is ever 
put in the “Postal Guide" it can tie 
known that no one lives there and the 
postmaster is a huge 'gator. 

Bob's home is the half-way point De- 
tween Crescent lake and St John's 
river, and visitors to Florida should 
not fail to see him. Captain Bright 
states that if they ever run short of 
ammunition they will catch Bob and 
take the bullets out of his back, whe re 
enough to stock a small store must bo 
imbedded. Bob is not a myth. He 
can be seen by any passenger who will 
go up Dunn's creek, aud hundreds of 
tourists will testify as to his existence 
and characteristics. — Cor. St. Louis 
Globe- Democrat 

THE COFFIN TRUST. 

One of the Olilent aud Moat Autocratic of 

American Combination*. 

The coffin trust is one of the oldest 
of the obnoxious combinations of caj>- 
italists for the advancement of prices 
in their wares, and is also one of the 
strongest In fact, every attempt dur- 
ing the past fow yer'-s to get into the 
business without first knuckling down 
to the trust has proven a failure. The 
only undertaker in Chicago who hits 
succeeded in continuing in the busi- 
ness without paying tribute to the 
trust is one who does his own manu- 
facturing and finishing. When the 
trust was first formed it consisted only 
of a combination of firms manufactur- 
ing and dealing in the bent wool 
only used in manufacturing coffins. 
Tear after year tho trust has 
been gradually enlarged until 
it now Includes the hardware, 
cloth, metalic and in fact every thing, 
and the manufacturers refuse to soil 
any unfinished coffins. The combina- 
tion is now so strong that any firm at- 
tempting to engage in the business 
without first depositing a forfeit and 
signing the iron-clad agreement of the 
trust is at once boycotted, and manu- 
facturers of the various articles used 
in making and finishing a coffin are 
prohibited from selling goods to the 
outside firm on pain of being included 
in the boycott. From year to year, at 
the annual moeting of the trust, tho 
price of the various articles used hao 
boon increased until at the presen'; 
time a coffin, when completed, costs 
fifty per cent more than it did oight; 
years ago, and there seems to bo no 
remedy for the evil. At least a num- 
ber of the undertakers in Chicago who 
were talked with by a reporter claim 
this to be a fact One of them said. 
“If I should buy a single article man- 
ufactured outside of the trust and the 
fact became known, the trust would in 
the future refuse to sell me any goods. 
Experiences of the past have proven 
so conclusively that the trust has 
every thing so completely in its own 
hands it wouldn’t be safe for me to in- 
cur its displeasure by encouraging a 
now outside enterprise. Not long ago 
a company was organized in Indiana 
to go into the coffin manufacturing 
business, and a member of the firm 
came to Chicago to look over the field. 
They agreed to furnish coffins nearly 
fifty per cent cheaper than we are at 
present paying for them, but failed to 
get sufficient encouragement to go on 
with the enterprise, as every one ap- 
peared afraid to deal with them, and 
the enterprise was abandoned. We 
hear a good deal about the Whisky 
Trust and other combinations, but 
none of them are as strong and arbi- 
trary as the Coffin Trust, —Chicago 
Globe.

A in tin In g Story of the Alleged FftlilfloB* 
tion of CUreU In France.

HOME AND FARM. 

—A wine glass of strong borax Water 
in a pint of raw staroh will make col- 
lars and cuffs glossy. 

— Gum camphor is offensive to mice, 
and will keep them away from places 
where it Is scattered about

and will sat it at any stage of growth. 

—Dried beef “frizzled” with a little 
milk, thickened with core starch and 
served with a bordering of scrambled 
•ggs around it, 1s a quiAly-prepared 
and nourishing dish for a substantial 
tea. 

— To get rid tif plant lice take com- 
mon tobacco snuff, sprinkle well ovet 
the ports affected, let It remain on a 
few minutes, thou hold a paper ilodef 1 ' 
and gently rap or shake the branches, 
then wash the plant in warm water. 

— As soon as a sufficiency of green 
food can be provided, cut down the 
grain'ration of tho hens. By so dolDg 
they will keep In better health and lay 
a larger number of eggs. As a rule 
too much grain U fed to poultry, 

—Simmering at 180 deg. is pro- 
nounced more effective in all ordinary 
cooking than violent boiling at 212 
deg. Much heat is wasted in raising 
water to needlessly high temperature 
in cooking. Chicken, for instance, will 
cook inudh better in an hour of slow 
simmering than in an hour of violent 
boiling. 

— Tho American Agriculturist, in aD 
exhaustive article on the cultivation 
of oats, says the reasons why the aver- 
ago yield of oats i* so low are weeds, 
wot and undrained land, starvation, 
poor tilth and late sowing, and add«i 
“A very large proportion of our land 
is so wet in tbo spring for want of un- 
derdraining that it is not in a fit con- 
dition to plow until it is too late to sow 
oats with any reasonable expectation 
of getting a largo yiold.” 

— Corned lleof Soup: Lot seven 
pounds of cheapest cut of corned beef 
be soaked and par-boiled so as to re- 
move the surplus salt, then simmer 
slowly three hours Let the liquor 
stand until all tho fat rises. Skim off 
the fat. Add a quart of tomatoes, two 
carrots, two small white turnips, two 
onions and four largo potatoes, all 
pared and sliced thin. Let simmer 
one hour. Strain abd serve the soup 
hot, reserving tho cooked vegetables 
for a salad. 

— To restore tho folor of flannels 
which are apparently ruined by bad 
treatment make a solution of one and 
a half pounds of white soap and two- 
thirds of an ounco of spirits of am- 
monia, dissolved in twelve gallons of 
soft water. By dipping the flannels In 
this and wetting them thoroughly in 
the solution, a beautiful and lasting 
whiteness will be imparted to them, 
no matter how yellow they were pre- 
vious to their immersion. After being 
well stirred round for a short time, 
take the articles out And wash well In 
clean, soft water. 

— One of the healthiest vegetable*, 
if not the healthiest one, grown Is the 
oiiiOn, y'ei, strange to say,- but few 
people use it as liberally as they should. 
Boiled onions used frequently a fam- 
ily of children will ward off many 0 / 
the diseases to which the little ones 
are subject Tho principal objection 
to the promiscuous use of this vege- 
table is that the odor exhaled after 
eating is so offensive. A cup of strong 
coffee taken Immediately after eating 
is claimed to be exoelent in counter- 
acting this effect Although for a day 
Or so after eating onions the breath 
may have a disagreeable odor, yet 
after this time it will be much sweeter 
than bofore.

Imparted to Fowl’* Meat, 

The curious and envious competitors 
of a Massachusetts avenue produce 
dealer may now turn in and advertise 
that they have the fattest and most de- 
licious poultry that the American mar- 
ket affords. They have discovered the 
secret which has heretofore enabled 
their competitor to monopolize these 
claims. And so has the reporter who 
has often remarked the fat and over- 
grown appearance of the fowls which 
lazily strut In the dealer's side yard or 
adorn the frontispiece of his place of 
business. 

Twice daily the fowls are driven into 
a shed on the premises. From this 
they always emerge stuffed until their 
hides will hardly hold them. Now, a 
hen is much liko a monkey, in that it 
has a false and true stomach. A mon- 
key will eat voraciously for hours, fill- 
ing up a paunch in his neck. At his 
leisure he draws from this sack and 
masticates his food. A hen will fill her 
craw, and when that is reasonably well 
done she is satisfied. Monkeys never 
get enough to eat, but a chicken will 
often leave a portion of its food un- 
touched. The secret of fattening 
chickens is to induce thorn to eat more 
than they want This is not done by 
offering extra inducements in the way 
of superior viands. It is done scien- 
tifically by force. 

In the shed in question is a contriv- 
ance that might be taken for an in- 
fernal machine, a patent ballot-box or 
an automatic corn-sheller. But it is 
none of these. It is a chicken-feeder. 
An unsuspecting fowl is driven on a 
trap-door. The level floor folds up 
and incloses her, except at the top. A 
device not unlike a base-bail mask 
swoops down and completes her im- 
prisonment An operator then comes 
forward, puts tho hen in a strait- 
jacket that stretches the gallinaceous 
neck and holds the head erect mouth 
ft pen. beak pointed toward the ceiling. 
Then a spring of automatic action Is 
touched. It sets in motion a light me- 
talic arm acting as a lever. Starting 
from a box overhead, it descends to 
the open beak of the fowl, drops in a 
•mall quantity of prepared food and 
forces it down into the throaL This 
operation is repeated until the hen is 
“chock full.” An apparatus may also 
be attached by which liquid food may 
be put into the bird. Stuffing stupe- 
fies a bird, but it does not interfere 
with the workings of its digestive ap- 
paratus 

“Birds fattened by the stuffing proc- 
ess,” said the manager of this ap- 
paratus, “mar actually be made to 
order. We can vary the food so as to 
produce the desired flavor. The foods 
are prepared to suit the demands of 
our patrons By fattening a bird in 
ten days or less it is made very terder, 
as Ml the new flesh is the product of 
rich, clean food, and is not toughened 
by age or exercise,” 

“Do you mean to say that you can 
control the question of the quality of 
the bird's flesh.” 

“Certainly, that is toe glory of this 
method. We can impart a dainty pork 
flavor, mingle the extract of bustard 
with the delicious dretun of quail on 
toast, throw a touch of mint or celery 
into the meat, or imitate the delica- 
cies of recd-blrds, canvas-back ducks 
or frog-hams. Besides, are can make 
the meat black or white according as 
we want to represent delicate white 
flesh or the dark meats of wild fowL 
Of course prepared chicken like this 
is worth more in the poa-green market 
than the ordinary barn-yard chanti- 
cleer. We can also feed turkeys and 
ducks to good advantage, but we hare
